Sowing  Flower  Seeds. 

In  sowing  all  small  seeds,  care  should  be  taken  to  have  the  soil  mellow  and 
fine  and  the  seeds  should  be  covered  very  lightly — in  fact  the  smallest  of  them 
should  be  sown  and  the  soil  merely  pressed  with  a  board  or  the  hand. 

Hardy  Annuals  may  be  sown  in  the  open  ground  from  the  time  the  ground 
is  well  settled  in  the  spring  till  late  in  the  summer  for  succession. 

Half-Hardy  Annuals  should  not  be  sown  in  open  ground  till  after  settled 
weather  and  biting  frosts  are  past. 

Tender  Annuals  must  not  be  sown  in  open  ground  before  all  frost  is  past 
and  the  weather  is  warm  and  summer-like. 

All  Annuals  may  be  forwarded  early  in  hotbeds  or  the  window,  but  the  best 
satisfaction  results  in  open  ground. 

Biennials  and  Perennials  are  best  sown  in  shallow  boxes  and  set  out  into 
pots  or  boxes;  and  finally,  when  strong,  placed  in  permanent  positions  where
